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Second Gold Medal 


Alumni Honor Cardinal 


His Eminence, Paul Emile Car- 
dinal Leger, received the highest 
award that can be bestowed by 
the Loyola Alumni Association 
— the Loyola Medal — at a cer- 
emony at the College Feb. 22. 

Harry Hemens, '32, chairman of 
the selection committee, read the 
criteria for the award: “Its recip- 
ient should be a man or woman 
whose character, philosophy and 
contribution have enriched the 
heritage of Canada and of hu- 
manity.”’ 

The first and only other recip- 
ient of the medal was the late 
Governor General Georges P. Va- 
nier, who graduated from Loyola 
in 1906. 

Presenting the gold medal on 
behalf of the 3,500 members of 
the Alumni Association was first 
vice-president Charles Phelan, 
48, in the absence of alumni 
president Donald W. McNaugh- 
ton, ‘49. 

The golden disc, which is sus- 
pended from a gold bar, bears 
the inscription “Loyola Medal” 
and the College coat of arms on 
one side and the Latin words 
“Insignis scriptu et regis gestis”’ 
(for outstanding leadership and 
achievement) along with the re- 
cipient’s name, on the other. 

Accepting the gold medal, the 
cardinal told an audience of 250 
at the college’s new Physical Edu- 
cational Complex that a Christian 
leader had to “provide an exam- 
ple of and an inspiration of open- 
ness to the modern world.” 

Nowadays, he said, many peo- 
ple, especially the young, had 
“less and less patience with what 
we might loosely term the offi- 
cial Church.” 

To overcome this impatience, 
Church leaders and educators 
would have to be prepared to 
inspire others to “go out and be 
sympathetic and understanding 
to everything which is human.”

At the same time, he added, 
they had to be prepared to add 
to the world to which they be- 
longed. 

“The Christian, then, in the 
first place, must be open to the 
world in which we live. In so 
far as we in the Church who 
hold authority, either as bishops

or teachers fail to inspire others 
to go out and to be sympathetic 
and understanding to everything 
which is human, to that extent 
we will blunt the keen edge of 
the vitality and the full power of 
Christianity to attract and hold 
modern man” the Cardinal said. 
“If the faith we display is cold 


and distant, and in a sense in- 
human, it will no longer satisfy 
even those who call themselves 
Christians. It will be even less 
able to win over the unconvert- 
ed, or to resist its adversaries. 
“If our Christian faith and 
charity lacks what has been call- 
ed the sensitizing ingredient of 
human faith and hope, then our 
religion will appear to many as 
colorless and cold — and will 
certainly have no interest or at- 
traction for modern people. 
“We must then provide an ex- 
ample and an inspiration of 
openness to the modern world. 
But here our responsibilities as 
educators go far beyond that of 
trying to instil an attitude. We 
have a responsibility to see that 
we provide the intellectual tools 
to enable our young people to 
cope with the technological 
world into which they are going. 
“If the Christian is to go out 
to the modern city, he must be 
trained to do so, and his training 
must be as good as he can get 
anywhere else. The young men 
and women who are called upon 
to represent the Church in the 
world, because they are the 
Church in the world, must be as 
well equipped as anyone else to 
do their jobs, and to work out 
their own personal synthesis of 
faith and work,” Cardinal Leger 
said. 
“But they will be inspired to 
do this only if they have been 
taught to realize that this marvel- 


lous complex modern world in 
which we live, a world which is 
so unlike anything ever seen be- 
fore, is not a closed, selfsuffi- 
cient, selfjustifying world. 

“We are so fascinated, and 
with good reason, by science 
and technology, by new develop- 
ments in the arts and literature, 
that even Christians are some- 
times tempted to forget the other 
dimension of the specifically re- 
ligious and spiritual. 

“The Christian is expected to 
go out to the world, not merely 
to show he is sympathetic to its 
needs and aspirations, but also 
to bring something to that world. 
And this something is precisely 
the recognition of the spiritual 
nature of man, of man’s need for 
truth, liberty, justice and peace, 
and the certainty that this hunger 
can only be filled by Christ who 
is the bread of life,” the Cardinal 
declared. 

“So the Christian educator to- 
day must try to encourage both 
openness to the world, together 
with an authentic, honest aware- 
ness of spiritual values, values 
which, as Christians, we believe 
find their source in Christ. 

“In honoring me tonight, and 
what I have tried to stand for, 
you are affirming your own 
awareness of your heavy respon- 
sibilities towards youth and to- 
wards the Church. God grant 
that Loyola may continue to be 
a centre of Christian education, of 
openness to the world, and a liv- 


FORMER LOYOLA COLLEGE OFFICIAL DIES 


Joseph I. Withnell, former Assistant Registrar of Loyola 
College, died in the Queen Elizabeth Hospital March 14. 
Born in England 91 years ago, Mr. Withnell has been 
associated with Loyola from 1929 till his retirement in 
1959 and remained in residence at the College until his 
death. He will be remembered by several generations of 
Loyola students as a Christian gentleman. 

He is survived by one sister, tbe Mother Prioress of the 
Carmelite Monastery in Liverpool. Six brothers and five 
sisters predeceased him: Father Oscar Withnell, S.]., 
former Rector of Wimbleton College, Mr. George Withnell 
and Mr. Randall Withnell died in England; Father William 
Withnell, S.J., Father John Withnell, S.J. and Father 
Thomas Withnell died in Rhodesia; Mother Henrietta 
Withnell, Mother Josephine Whitnell and Mother Angela 
Withnell, all Benedictine sisters died at Stanbrook Abbey, 
Mrs. Gertrude Finch and Mrs. May MacKenzie died in

36 Names Up for Selection 


The nominating committee of 
the Loyola Hall of Fame has 
completed its list of nominees 
and the list of thirty-six names 
was submitted to the Hall of 
Fame Board in mid-February. 

According to the eligibility 
rules, the Board reserved the 
right to make nominations over 
and above those submitted by 
the nominating committee during 
the first year. However, due to 
the fine effort of Father John 
Brayley, '41, chairman, and dec- 
ade chairmen Ed Lennon, ‘32, 
Don Newton, ‘40, Dr. Bob Bro- 
drick, ‘43, Sam Davidson, ‘48, 
Kevin Reynolds, ‘49, Jim Altimas, 
'23 and Bob Beauregard, ‘60 in 
choosing the candidates, no one 
was added to the original list. 

The nominating committee met 
four times, and each meeting 
lasted four hours and more. Be- 
sides this each decade chairman 
had two or three meetings of his 
own, 

The nominating committee was 
aided by the diligent work of 
Gil Drolet, '52, and his research 
group. This group, especially Gil, 
spent many hours going over old 
Reviews, copies of the Loyola 
News, the local and regional 
press and other sources. 

In addition former athletic di- 
rectors and coaches were con- 
tacted and they were most co- 
operative in sending in their re- 
commendations. 

Once this work was accom- 
plished, Father Brayley wrote to 
each nominee and asked for ad- 
ditional information. In his letter 
he stressed that it was important 
to have as complete a picture as 
possible.

Enos Says College Accepted 


Loyola Applies to Join OQAA 


Loyola College has wanted to 
be part of the Ontario-Quebec 
Athletic Association for at least 
two years. 

It may have its wish come true 
soon when the board of govern- 
ors of the OQAA meets to 
discuss a recent application by 
Loyola. 

Word is that athletic directors 
in the OQAA unanimously ac- 
cepted Loyola at a meeting in 
March. 

But final word won't come until 
the governors toss the proposi- 
tion around. 

Ed Enos, athletic director of 
Loyola, said recently that the 
particular qualifications needed 
to join the OQAA were sought 
earlier this year. 

“As far as I know five other 
universities applied to join the 
OQAA,” Enos said, ‘but the 
word I got was that only our- 
selves and University of Ottawa 
were accepted.” 

According to Enos, Ottawa 
was accepted by a 4-3 vote. 

Loyola currently has one of the 
most diversified college athletic 
programs in the country with a 
total of 36 sports. 

Enrollment at Loyola is up- 
wards of 3,000 (a far cry from 
McGill University, which is part 
of the OQAA) but officials at the 
Sherbrooke St. college anticipa- 
ted close to 15,000 by the early 
1970s. A brand new sports com- 
plex and football field was re- 
cently erected and a $5,000,000 
student union building is sched- 
uled to be built this summer. 

“There’s nothing we'd like 
more than to have Loyola, and 
possibly later, Sir George Wil- 
liams, as members of the same 
group as us,’ commented Harry 
Griffiths, athletic director at 
McGill, regarding Loyola's pos- 
sible entry in the Ontario-Quebec 
association, 

Should Loyola and Ottawa be 
accepted in the OQAA by the 
governors, they would then par-

ticipate in all sports except in 
the Senior Intercollegiate Foot- 
ball Conference with traditional 
rivals University of Toronto, 
Queen's University, McGill and 
University of Western Ontario 
of London, Ont. 

That's the feeling of Al Lenard 
athletic director at Queen’s in 
Kingston. 

“The application made by Loy- 
ola and Ottawa U has nothing 
to do with senior intercollegiate 
football,” Leonard said. ‘The 
chances of Loyola and Ottawa 
being accepted in the OQAA are 
about 80 per cent.” 

“Our first worry is about get- 
ting accepted into the OQAA,” 
said Enos. ‘Once we're in their

league we have a vote and we'll 
work on things as they come.” 

“Loyola has come of age and 
we're out to prove it,”’ said Enos. 

Enos added that the Loyola 
football Warriors would be open- 
ing the season with “non-league” 
games against St. Lawrence 
University of Potsdam, N.Y., 
Queen's and McGill. 

“If we can fare well against 
one half of the Senior Intercol- 
legiate Football Conference (Mc- 
Gill and Queen's),"" remarked 
Enos, “then we can get on them 
to accept us in the league.” 

If Loyola and Ottawa are ac- 
cepted in the OQAA, it wouldn't 
be effective until the 1968-69 
season.

FATHER JOHN BRAYLEY, founded Project Christopher in 
1960. He wishes there were no hours in the day and more 
days in the week so that he could devote more time to 
this mushrooming peace-corps type student project 
which enables young people to develop their leadership 
qualities under challenging circumstances. 

It requires their giving up valuable summer employ- 
ment or pleasant holidays to work among and share the 
troubles of the less fortunate. Their duties can take 
them to an Indian reservation in South Dakota, a slum in 
Montreal, Mexico City or El Paso, the austere surround- 
ings of the Arctic or a home for mentally retarded 
children. The responsibilities are theirs for they work 
without adults. Project Christopher now has 11 chapters 
— Dawson Creek, Edmonton, Regina, Bethlehem, South 
Dakota, Tulsa, Olka, Mexico, the Maritimes and Montreal. 

Father Brayley pointed out that their contributions are 
an absolutely free gift to the community they work with. 
The normal $250 per person expense for food and lodging 
(no hotels) is raised by the Christophers, their chapters 
and the national board of directors, with help coming 
through donations from community and church organiza- 
tions, dances, car washes and house parties. Our hats 
are off to kindly jovial Father John and his Christophers.
